SKI SLOPE IMPROVEMENT PROJECT 


As in the past the Woodstock Outing Club has 
again this year acted as an agency for the town in 
spending part of the Parks and Playgrounds appro- 
priation and the appropriation for ski slope improve- 
ments. Recommendations were made as requested. 
The ski hut was painted, suitable toilets built, and the 
slope was mowed. To fulfill a growing demand for a 
trail serviced by the ski tow, the Woodstock Outing 
Club Trail was constructed. This trail is about one- 
half mile long and is situated to the West of the 
Grandview Ski Slope. Authority to build the trail 
is vested in the leases and agreements under the Win- 
ter Recreational Development. Available funds did 
not permit the expenditure of much money on the trail. 
If usage warrants its maintenance, there should be 
considerable smoothing done another year. It can be 
lengthened if necessary to a three-quarter mile trail. 
It is the aim of the school authorities to use this trail 
for the inter-scholastic carnival this year. 


Many things can be done to improve the winter 
recreational area but due to uncertainties which ac- 
company anything new it is felt advisable to make only 
a few recommendations for the coming year. These 
are included in the budget. Expenses on the slope 
improvement project the past year are as follows:

FOREST FIRE WARDEN REPORT, 1939 


Only one fire has been reported to the State For- 
estry Department from this Town, this year. That 
was a fire at the Johnson Lumber Company mill at 
Woodstock. The fire started in a sawdust pile. It 
took a crew of men from Camp North Woodstock and 
the Woodstock Fire Engine to put it out. The State 
Lands were not closed at all this past year but all 
Federal Lands were closed and will not all be open this 
coming Summer. This past year Forest Fire Posters 
have been posted on new posting boards and it is 
hoped that more can be done that way this coming 
Summer. We still have some bad slash sections that 
are near the road and it has dried out a lot this past 
year. We must be very careful of these sections this 
Summer. PLEASE be very CAREFUL of FIRES. DO 
NOT BURN without first going to the Forest Fire 
Warden and receiving from him a WRITTEN FIRE 
PERMIT to burn that rubbish or brush. The town 
now owns enough Forest Fire Tools to equip 38 men 
on a fire line. A very few men in town have been 
trained in how to use them on a fire line. In some way 
more men should be trained in building fire lines.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 


To the School District of Woodstock: 


I hereby submit my sixth annual report as Sup- 
erintendent of Schools. The statistical tables for the 
year 1938-1939 follow this report. 


--High School 


The enrollment of the high school remains fairly 
constant, but it will increase if the enrollment of the 
elementary grades holds at its present level. One 
change has occurred in the staff of the high school. 
Grace Blanchard, a graduate of the Keene Normal 
School, is teacher of English and languages. She 
comes well recommended and strengthens the teach- 
ing staff. A state-wide test in the spring of 1939 
showed that the seniors were above the state median 
in intelligence, spelling, and English forms. This is 
very creditable to the school. 


The Superintendent is making an intensive study 
of the development of personality in a series of meet- 
ings with all the teachers of the district. Vocational 
counsellors and personal officers state that thousands 
of people fail to make good and are idle not because of 
poor training and ability, but from apparent inability 
to work with people in an organization. Courtesy, re- 
spect for others, willingness to accept responsibility, 
to take blame for mistakes, loyalty, cheerfulness, 
control of temper, ambition, and industry besides many 
other traits make and break people every day. One 
who is reading current magazines at all will find peo- 
ple writing and thinking on this vital point of life. It 
is expected that this study will extend far beyond an 
academic discussion and carry over to the children in 
such a way as to be a real assistance in their adjust- 
ments with themselves, their teachers, and the work- 
aday world. The teachers of the district are very 
keen in their interest and each one is making valuable 
contributions to the discussion and enlarging the group 
mind on this very vital subject. 


Le 


It is regretted that some children are absent and | 
tardy apparently with the cognizance of their parents. 
The practice of keeping students out of school to work 
is not only detrimental to scholarship but to habits of 
regularity. School is a pupil’s first business. De- 
pendability and punctuality spell success in the work- 
aday world. Children should not be kept home for 
trivial reasons. While high school students are in 
general beyond compulsory school age the schools are 
operated by public taxation for the good of citizenship 
and not for the individual to come and go as he pleases. 
The law is very plain as to those who are of compul- 
sory school age and teachers are not allowed to honor 
requests for excuses for work and trivial reasons. 


North Woodstock Elementary Schools 


The Board has watched with increasing concern 
the growing enrollment of the elementary rooms: at 
North Woodstock. Last summer it purchased 42 new 
movable seat and. desk units for the grammar classes 
and transferred them to the primary room as there 
is more floor space there. The primary pupils were 
transferred to the former grammar room. It was 
expected that this would at least tide over the situa- 
tion for a year or two, but an enrollment of over 50 
is anticipated in the grammar room next year, and at 
this writing there are 47 in the intermediate room. 


Only the fact that the teachers in those rooms are 
very capable and cooperative saves the administration 
from an emergency problem. While no child is being 
neglected and large classes do not necessarily mean 
poor motivation, the question is raised whether all the 
children are getting the attention they should and cer- 
tainly the teachers cannot carry any heavier load with- 
out positive retardation of the rooms as a whole. 


The town and district must in my opinion con- 
sider during the coming year, making the library 
room available for school purposes. An enrollment of 
approximately 130 would certainly require four teach- 
ers for efficient work. 


Miss Charlotte Pease resigned her position as 
teacher of the primary room, and Miss Eunice O’Mara 
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. of Franklin was appointed teacher. The room is mo- 
tivating very satisfactorily. 


Woodstock 


No changes occurred in the staff at Woodstock. 
The increased enrollment of this school is gratifying 
to all and sustains the good judgment of the Board in 
having kept this a two-room school. The average 
membership last year was 30 pupils, and there are 36 
enrolled at this writing. If this holds out, the school 
will probably qualify for state aid for two teachers. 
The work of this school is very good: The enrollment 
is such that every child receives plenty of attention 
and appears to be advancing at the maximum of his 
ability. 

Owing to the fact that Robert Tinkham has left 
town and no qualified music supervisor has been avail- 
able, music supervision is not practiced in the district 
this year. It is difficult in rural communities to main- 
tain music supervision unless a number of districts 
combine their resources to interest supervisors to take 
up this work. The teachers are carrying on with 
music and instruction has by no means been dropped. 

An article in the warrant calls for installation of 
hot water at the North Woodstock School. This car- 
ries my earnest recommendation because hot water is 
more apt to be used and is more effective.

Report of Headmaster 


Mr. Allan M. McCurdy, Superintendent of Schools, 
Plymouth, New Hampshire. 


I hereby submit my second annual report of Wood- 
stock High School. 


School began on September 6th, 1939, with an en- 
rollment of 44 pupils. At present there are 39 pupils 
since six members have left school and one has entered. 
Arranged according to classes the distribution is as 
follows: six seniors; eleven juniors; eleven sopho- 
mores; eleven freshmen. 


I wish at this point to offer praise for the work of 
Mr. Charles Palmer in our high school building. The 
desks and chairs of the high school rooms have all been 
refinished. The floors are kept oiled and the rooms 
have been refurnished with new bulletin boards. 


The grammar room has been refurnished with 
movable desks and chairs. The equipment of the in- 
termediate and primary rooms has been newly var- 
nished and the rooms fitted with much neéded bulletin 
boards. 
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The brickwork of the basement has been newly 
whitewashed and the woodwork painted. The ceilings 
as well as the ventilation system have also been newly 
painted. The recent improvements lend a pleasant 
and business-like atmosphere to the entire building. 

We have been fortunate this year to obtain a sub- 
stantial grant from the National Youth Administra- 
tion enabling the teachers to employ the services of 
Miss Dorothy Davis, a Junior, to help them in various 
phases of their work. 


Through the entire year the teachers have been 
and will be engaged in a planned study of personality, 
both of teachers and of students. We find that on the 
high school level the courses of study have better suc- 
cess if adapted to the individual needs of the students 
depending upon their abilities and aims toward higher 
education. A great deal of interest has been shown this 
year in athletics by both girls and boys. I feel that it 
is an excellent opportunity to train personalities in a 
way not possible in the classroom. 


We are also stressing the development of intellect- 
ual interests among the students. In the late fall an 
illustrated lecture on Africa was enjoyed, and a great 
deal of interest was shown in the Senior play. The 
staff of the ‘“‘Profile’ is now busy on the material for 
the next issue, and through the sponsorship of the 
Quest Club we shall have a prize speaking contest in 
the early spring.
